ofthe BYtish Crown; it must treat the United 
States as it treated them in the Trent case. 
Cheers. 

Lord Granville followed and defended the 
right of the American Goverument to place 
its own cotstruction on the Treaty and to in- 
troduce Indirect Claims. The only way of 
escape from the consequence of the opposite 
interpretation put oo the Treaty by the two 
Governments was the Supplemental Article, | 
and of this the Government had availed itself, 
therefore Russeli’s proposition did not touch 
the point at issue. He defended the Com- 
missioners who negotiated the Tresty; those 
who acted for the the United States as well 
as those who acted for Great Britsin. The 
British Commissioners believed the Indirect 
Clasms would be withdrawn aud believed the 
American Commissioners bad so admitted. 
He rebuked Russell for bis allusion to the 
Treut affuir, declaring ybat it would be the 
cause of iocalcalable ill-feeling, should the 
Treaty of Wasbington fail, an event by no 
ineaus certain, and if their Lordsbips arrign- 
ed (?) to themsclves the treat. ~ aukiog power, 
tbey would take au enormous resposibility. 

Earl Derby disclaimed any party feeling oo 
the question. He bad been tuld they sbonld

could conceive no better compliment to tie 
American people than the apprebeusion that 
frank, plain statement might cause offense.
